Ensign William W. Askren, 
now 26 years of age, a son of 
Mr:. Alice B. Askren of Ann Ar- 
bor, Mich,, a former resident of 
Northfield, is sefe and back in the 
United States, after his ship was 
torpedoed and sunk by an Axis 
submarine in the Caribbean on 
July 18, it has just been learned. 
From a Caribbean purt, Ensign 
Askren had sent his mother a ca- 
ble, <tating simply that he was 
“safe,” but the message was not 
fully understood until upon his 
arrival in New York, he caNed on 
the phone for a conversation. No 
detaila were given of the ship or

MOSQUITOES 


The Editor was amused to read 
in the New York Times of last 
Sunday, the following item from, 
Elizabeth, N. J.: 

“Swarms of newly hatched mos- 
quitoes, humming like a million 
tiny bombers, rose from. the 
storm-Hovded meadows in this

in producing good vegetables next 
year. 

There are several other possi 
bilities along this line. One is 
winter rye. Three pounds of win- 
ter rye will seed 1,000 square feet 
or, in other words, the average 
home garden (50 x 100) can be 
seeded down to winter rye with 
about 15 pounds which will cost 
you in=the neighborhood of 60 
cents. Well, certainly it’s worth 
60 cents to give your garden a 
good crop of green manue which 
you can turn under this fall or 
next spring, depending on when 
you plant the rye. If you seed it 
now in between the crops, you 
probably could turn # under this 
fall. If you seed it later, you'd 
turn it under next spring and it 
ean be geeded until the 10th of 
October. Another advantage of 
the rye is that a crop seeded now 
will reduce your fall weed crop 
and the fall weed crop is a 
mighty important thing to keep 
under control. 

The other thing I had in mind 
for securing humus was to save 
the fall leaves and make compost 
rather than burn them or let them 
blow into someone else’s yard. We 
need that humus and fertility.
